Craig Peters responded. “And 
that’s;what worries me.”

Funk is satisfied with the way his press 
conference, held at the RCA Building in 
Rockefeller Center, informed the media 
of his championship status (right). 
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Then Senior Editor Bill Apter 
entered the conversation. “I just 
got off the phone with Terry 
Funk,” said Apter, “and we've got 
to move fast. He’s in New York 
today and he’ll be holding a press 
conference at Rockefeller Center 
late this afternoon.” 

When J/nside Wrestling’s 
reporters and photographers 
arrived at Rockefeller Center in the 
heart of New York City, Funk was 
out on the streets surrounded by a 
large crowd. 

“What you doing in New York, 


Funk, you gonna wrestle 
Backlund?” asked one man in 
the crowd. 


“Hell, man, I'll wrestle Backlund 
anytime he wants,” said Funk: 
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“Anytime, anywhere. I’m ready, 
because I’m the champ, and the 
champion is always ready to 
defend his belt.” 

Around the waist of Terry Funk 
was the replica of the NWA belt 
that he had made for himself. Funk 
was proud of his belt, and he posed 
several times for photographers as 
if in fact it were the one and only 
championship belt. 

Funk’s press conference was 
short and to the point. Essentially, 
he restated the points he made in 
his letter to the media, but he also 
noted that several managers and 
wrestlers had -contacted him 
regarding his claim to the belt. 

“I’ve spoken to certain people 
over the telephone,” Funk said, 


“and I’m well aware that in certain 
circles of the wrestling world, 
people are worried about me. They 
think I’m a madman. But | also 
want to point out that I have 
received several offers of big 
money to defend my belt in various 
parts of the world. I’m not at 
liberty to say who I will be defending 
my belt against, because the ink 
hasn’t been placed on the contracts 
yet. But as soon as it is, I'll let 
everyone know.” 

What about Ric Flair, the man 
who is recognized worldwide as the 
legitimate NWA champion? 

“Flair has been dodging me for 
as long as he’s had the title,” said 
Funk, “and it’s all because he 
knows that as soon as he steps in 


the ring with me, he’s gonna walk 
out of that ring a former 
champion. | challenge him here 
and now, and | hope he reads 
about this press conference 
somewhere: Flair, if you’re there, 
let’s wrestle, boy. I’m ready, I’m 
not afraid of you. Can you look 
yourself straight in the mirror at 
night and honesty say that you're 
not afraid of me?” 

Dory Funk Jr. was eontacted by 
phone in order to get his reaction 
to his brother’s actions. “I always 
knew Terry was crazy,” said Dory, 
“but I never thought he was this 
crazy. He’s gone off his rocker! But 
I do agree that he deserves the 
opportunity to wrestle Flair.” 

NWA President Bob Geigel, in 
New York for business reasons, 
was present at Funk’s press 
conference. “I’m not sure yet how 
the NWA will deal with Funk 
officially,” he said, “but I do know 
that some sort of action will be 
taken soon.” 

Ric Flair was unavailable for 
comment. 

Following the press conference, 
wrestling referee Dick Kroll, who 
remained silent while reporters 
questioned Funk, expressed. his 
opinions to the wrestler. 

“I think what you're doing is 
reprehensible,” Kroll told Funk.

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“If everyone thought the way you 
did, every man in wrestling would 
be walking around with an NWA 
belt or a WWF belt or an AWA 
belt around his waist. It would 


make every championship 
worthless. 
Kroll expresses the exact 


sentiments of Inside Wrestling. 
Funk is tarnishing his own 
credibility, which is his choice. But 
at the same time he is tarnishing the 
respect of wrestling’s oldest title, 
the NWA heavyweight champion- 
ship. As a one-time holder of that 
title, he should be aware of the 
consequences of his charade. If he 
is not, then let the ruling bodies of 
wrestling deal with him as they see 
fit. O

When Superstar Billy Graham signed to wrestle WWF 
Intercontinental champion Pedro Morales, many people were 
amazed. Was Graham abandoning his campaign against 


WWF champion Bob Backlund

WRAPPED one end of his 
karate uniform’s black waistband 
around his right hand and clenched 
the hand ina tight fist. He wrapped 
the other end around his left hand 
and allowed a length of the 
waistband to hang loose between 
his hands. 

Suddenly, he jerked his hands 
away from each other, causing the 
black band to create a sharp, 
snapping noise much like the crack 
of a whip. 

“You hear that?” Graham asked 
the writers who were assembled at 
Graham’s request for a press 
conference, “You hear that sound? 
That’s the sound of power, that’s 
the sound that Bobby Backlund’s 
neck will make when I deliver a 
karate chop to the back of his head. 
That’s the sound Bobby 
Backlund’s spine will make when | 
catch him in a bearhug. That’s the 
sound of power, and power means 
victory, and victory means revenge.” 

The press conference took place 
only a few days after Graham had 
wrestled -Pedro Morales in New 
Jersey's Meadowlands Arena. 
Graham was asked why he chose to 
wrestle Morales in the midst of a 


major campaign to regain the 


WWE heavyweight title. 

“I wrestle anyone The Grand 
Wizard wishes me to,” Graham 
replied. “The Wizard is a genius, a 
master wrestling tactician. This is 
the reason why I chose to have him 
as my manager. He signs. the 
contracts, he makes the 
arrangements for the matches that 
I will wrestle in, and he is the boss. 
He felt that the timing was right, he 
felt that wrestling Morales would

keep me fresh, would keep me 
strong, on the way to sending 
Backlund to certain defeat.” 

Graham snapped the waistband 
again as a furious intensity caused 
his eyes to nearly glaze over. This 
was clearly a man with a singular 
purpose: revenge. 

One reporter reviewed the events 
of Graham’s match with WWF 
Intercontinental champion 
Morales and pointed out that 
Graham did not look particularly 
sharp during that confrontation.

“Not sharp?” Graham asked in 
astonishment, “not sharp? Are we 
talking about the same 
match? Are we both talking about 
the match in which Pedro Morales 
was humiliated, was proved to be 
nothing but a paper champion? 
Pedro Morales was the victim of 
his own weaknesses, a man who 
was driven to such ends of 
desperation that he had no 
recourse but to bring a chair into 
the ring in order to attempt to 
make up for his lack of talent. 
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“What I showed to the public, to 
everyone who was on hand for that 
match in New Jersey,” Graham 
continued, “was the fact that 
Morales is a worthless man who 
deserves less than the slightest 
consideration from anyone. 
Through my own superior 
abilities, I proved that I was in fact 
the better man, and I did win 
that match.” 

One reporter pointed out that 
Graham turned his back on the 
match, that he walked back to the 
* dressing room before anyone could 
have known that Morales had been 
counted out of the ring because his 
leg had been under the ropes for a 
10-count. 

“The match was already won at 
that point, regardless of the 
referee’s decision,’ Graham 
maintained. “I had already driven 
Morales. into the cold ashes of 
defeat, and I turned my back on 
him as I would turn my back on 
any worthless piece of trash.” 

Another reporter asked Graham 
why, if he is so intent on proving 
his superiority, he would think so 
little of Morales’ Intercontinental 
title. 


“Pedro Morales, Pedro’ 


Morales, is that all you people have 
On your minds???’ Graham 
screamed in anger. “As far as I’m 
concerned, Morales can go crawl 
back under his Intercontinental 
rock. I don’t care about Morales, 
the hell with Pedro, I want 
Backlund! I want to exact revenge 
for the injustice that was 
committed upon me five years ago. 

“You know, I could have broken 
the contract if I wanted to,” 
Graham said, a bit calmer but still 
highly agitated. “I could have 
backed out of that match with 
Pedro. But I didn’t, for two 
reasons. One: I do as the Wizard 
says, and he advised me to take the 
match. Two: I wanted to prove to 
everyone again that | am a man to 
be feared. I knew Backlund would 
be paying attention to me that 
night, and I felt it was necessary, 
for the sake of poor Bobby 
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Graham was warned several times about 
his chokehold (above) before he finally 
obeyed the referee. Graham, possessing 
perhaps the most powerful bearhug in the 
sport (left), had Morales on the verge of 
submission several times. 


Backlund, to make an example out 
of Pedro Morales. Why did | walk 
away? Because my job was done, 
Morales was humiliated, and 
Backlund got the message.” 

Graham sat silent for a few 
minutes, then stood up to leave. As 
he was halfway out the door, he 
turned and looked back to the 
collection of: reporters in the 
press room. 

“You know,” he said, “people 
think I’m fooling around here, they 
don’t give me a good chance at 
defeating Backlund. Well let me- 
tell you, I never fool around. 
Never. Underestimate me, and 
you'll never have the chance to 
make that mistake again. That’s a 
promise to all of you, and to Bobby 
Backlund!” O

Through that ring he would be 
chained to Junkyard Dog. It felt 
strong, unyielding and very, very 
cold. Before the collar could be 
removed, Hernandez would 
battle during the most violent 
minutes of his life. He was 
prepared for the worst. 


No one wants to wrestle in a 
Dog Collar Match. Chained 
together at the neck, the men 
are flayed and choked savagely. 
It is a bloody, gory confrontation, 
guaranteed to produce deep 
wounds and hideous scars. Only 
men who can see no other way 
to settle their differences would 
dare sign for this type of match. 
It has little to do with wrestling 
and nothing to do with the 


concept of sport. It’s organized 
fury, allowing two proud 
athletes to settle their 
differences before a crowd. 
Many serious wrestling fans 
refuse to attend these matches. 
Others admit to a_ horrible 
fascination. 

The feud between Junkyard 
Dog and Gino Hernandez has 
been festering for over a year.

— JOHN STUDD 
TERRORIZES

OME MEN HAVE a physical 
presence that demands 
attenion. They can walk into a 
room and everyone is 
involuntarily drawn to them. 
Even when the crowd resists the 
attraction—for part of the 
fascination is undeniably 
danger—they are helpless to the 
senses that the mind cannot 
control. Big John Studd has 
such a presence. 
Photographs can never 
transmit the sense of that 
presence. As any photographer 
can tell you, pictures have a life 
of their own; drab people can 
become glamorous while 
charismatic people disappear. 


Studd must be seen in person to 
be fully appreciated. He enters 
an arena and brings an aura of 
violence with him. Even sitting 
down ina room, he is never fully 
relaxed. The warrior is always 
ready for battle. 

For such aremarkable athlete, 
Studd has little or no sense of 
sport. The idea of a game isalien 
to him. In the ring, he is engaged 
in combat. Losing isn't 
something that happens in the 
natural order of things; his war 
is to the spiritual death. That 
means there are no rules except 
survival of the fittest. Studd is 
obsessed with victory. He isn't 
cruel as much as he simply 


doesn't care about anyone else. 

Recently, the fans of Florida 
were treated to a demonstration 
of Studd’s singleminded 
ferocity. Managed by Jim Dillon, 


Studd is adangerous and savage 


battler. Many top grapplers fell 
to him. Some of them fear they 
will never be the same. There is 
nothing Studd won't do to win. 
Fans will talk for years about 
his most notorious act of utter 
violence. In a match against Ron 
Bass, Studd grew angrier and 
angrier at referee Terry Allen, a 
man with the thankless job of 
trying to get Studd to wrestle by 
the rules.

I 
thought you had changed, I 
honestly believed you were a 
man to be trusted. You let 
me down.

To tell 
you the truth, I really feel 
sorry for you. 

The last thing I need or 
worry about is your pity. I’m 
Florida champion. I’ve got 
everything I ever wanted. If

my being successful is a 
letdown to you, may your 
misery continue for many 
years to come. 
You’ve got everything you’ve 
ever wanted, huh? Does that 
include the hatred of the 
fans? Does that include the 
hatred from me that you’ve 
brought on yourself? Do you 
call what you did to me part 
of your success? If your aim 
was to be despised by fans 
all over the world, then 
you’ve succeeded. If your 
aim was to gain a reputation 
as a crippler, then you’ve 
succeeded. I think you're 
probably the only man alive 
who considers that success. 
You left out a couple of 
fairly important items. I have 
the title belt; I’m making

grabbed the stunned referee 
and smashed him headfirst into 
the canvas with a devastating 
piledriver. Not satisfied with this 
damage, he continued to assault 
the referee until the man was 
unconscious. It was a despicable 
exhibition of wrestling 
rulebreaking. 

Afterward, Dillon tried to keep 
Studd from the press, but the 
brawling behemoth insisted on 
meeting reporters. He had a 
method to his seeming madness. 

“Let that be a lesson to all 
referees!” he said. ‘If they stop 
me from doing my job, I'll 
retaliate. | will not be handcuffed 


by anyone. Allen had it easy, 
compared to what I'll do to 
anyone else preventing me from 
winning. Allen was an example. 
This is a warning. And everyone 
who knows me knows | don't 
make empty threats.” 

During this tirade, Dillon stood 
in a corner, his face ashen. He 
knew Studd was out of his 
control. Studd calls the shots in 
his own career, and Dillon hates 
to manage under those 
conditions. It wasn’t surprising 
that Studd soon.announced that 
he would be traveling north for 
the winter, headed to the WWF 
and Bob Backlund’s title. He

terrorized the South and now 
he’s heading north. It promises 
to be a long winter. 

Though Dillon may have been 
uncomfortable with Studd, it 
should be noted that the two 
men have not severed ties 
completely. When Studd returns 
to Florida, as he surely will in the 
near future, chances are good 
Dillon will be in his corner. Their 
relationship is complex and 
constantly changing. The two 
men are willing to compromise if 
it means staying together. 
United by ruthless ambition, 
they are still determined to 
exploit each other. 

In the WWF, Studd is 
managed by Fred Blassie.» It 
seems a natural combination, 
one that should wreak havoc 
throughout the association. We 
asked one of Studd’s opponents, 
Ron Bass, what advice he’d give 
to anyone wrestling Studd. 

“Do what you must,” Ron 
advises. ‘‘When you wrestle 
Studd, there are no rules. If you 
don't get him first, you can be 
damn sure he'll get you—and 
get you hard!”

course, Mosca has the helmet 
on, and he’s allowed to use any 
kind of blocking or tackling 
maneuver he wants. Mosca 
played professionally in the 
Canadian Football League, and 
he’s a tough man to get past. 
That helmet on his head makes 
him that much more tough.” 

Of course Mosca is a tough 
man to get past in the first place, 
but that helmet is like a battering 
ram. Get hit in the gut with that 
thing and see how long you 
remain on your feet. 

“The tragedy of the situation,” 
Hogan continued, ‘‘is that 
Mosca is now allowed to wear 
that thing during matches, not 
only during the $1,000 challege. 
He wrestled Cowboy Ron Bass 
with the thing on his head, and 


he’s taken it off during several , 


matches and used it to pummel 
the heads of his opponents. 
Frankly, | feel Mosca ought to be 
prevented from wrestling with 
the helmet.” 

J.J. Dillon,, however, 
maintains that there is no need 
for Mosca to take the helmet off 
when he wrestles. 

“There are certain people in 
Florida, including men_ like 
Rufus R. Jones, who feel that 
they can defeat Mosca even if he 
has the helmet on,” says Dillon. 
“| see no reason to cave in to 
pressure from those who 
suggest that Angelo not be 
permitted to wear his helmet. 
Until men like Jones and others 
began to challenge Angelo, the 
helmet had merély been a 
symbol of Mosca’s power, and 
was never employed otherwise. 
Yet if people are foolish enough 
to challenge Angelo to a match 
in which the helmet may 
actually be worn in competition, 
| see no other recourse than to 
meet the challenge and prove to 
these people how foolish they 


actually are.” 

To me, this entire situation 
with Dillon, Mosca, and the 
football helmet is indicative of a 
much larger problem in 
professional wrestling. 

Look around you: Hussein 
“The Iron Sheik’’ Arab steps into 
the ring with boots that are as 
dangerous as brass knuckles. 
Ivan Koloff brings a chain into 
the ring and often uses it against 
an opponent after a match. Men 
like Ernie Ladd and Magnificent 
Muraco place objects under the 
tape on their thumbs or unwind 
the tape and choke their 
opponents. 

Why should these athletes be 
allowed to walk into the ring 
with objects that are clearly 
intended for misuse? Clearly, 
many referees are at fault here. 
Before each match, a referee is 
Supposed to check a man’s 
wrestling apparel to make sure 
there are no foreign objects. In 
addition to that task, the referee 
should make sure that foreign 
objects, such as chains, tapes, 
and other implements of 
destruction are safely away from 
the ring. The fact that many of 
these objects are allowed /n the 
ring in the first place is 
unfortunate, and the root cause 
of many wrestling injuries over 
the years. 

Of course, the referees cannot 
be blamed for Mosca being 
allowed to wear a_ football 
helmet into the ring. This has 
been approved by the Florida 
wrestling commission. Why, is 
anyone's guess. 

Until the rules about foreign 
objects and proper ring attire are 


_enforced, we will continue to 


see men suffer needless serious 
injuries, Wrestling is supposed 
to be a sport of athletic 
competition, not an exercise in 
legalized slaughter. O

rassed NWA champion was 
given another chance and again 
Windham. proved superior. 
Windham was reluctant to give 
Flair a third chance, but he 
relented, He shouldn't have. 
As the young Texan positioned 
himself in the down posture of 
the referee's stance, the NWA 
champion demonstrated with 
one quick kick to the face the 
vast difference between the 
amateur and professional game. 
Windham, though momentarily 
stunned, was able to fight back. 
He whipped Flair into the ropes 


Windham takes temporary control in the 
title match. But Flair, perhaps due to his 
pre-match boasting, went on to win 
the bout. 

and connected with a 
tremendous lariat to the throat 


as the champion rebounded. 
Instinctively, Windham cradled 
Flair, and instinctively, referee 
Bill Alphonso made his three- 
count. 

Of course, the title did not 
change hands; the match was 
completely unofficial. But what 
happened on Florida television 
was anything but meaningless. 

It proved to me that under the 
right circumstances, Ric Flair 
can be beaten. Ric Flair is a 
better champion than he is a 
wrestler. He knows how to use 
the aura of Ric Flair as a psycho- 
logical shield to his championship. 

Simply put, he is expert at 
psyching out his opponent. He 
knows exactly what to say and 
do before a championship match 


to make his challenger feel 
inferior. The way he dresses, the 
first-class manner in which he 
travels, the company he keeps, 
the way he carries himself in the 
ring, the bigger-than-life 
approach to everything he 
does—everything adds to the Ric 
Flair mystique. 

There is very little difference 
between the talent levels of Ric 
Flair and virtually any man the 
NWA deems qualified to be a 
challenger for the heavyweight 
championship. But by the time 
that challenger steps into the 
ring, he is totally convinced that 
he is a wrestling god. How cana 
mere mortal stand a chance? 

Windham pinned Flair in a 
spontaneous instant. Barry had 
not been subjected to any of the 
champion‘s pre-match hype; he 
had nothing to think about 
except defeating the man who 
had committed an act of brutality 


against him. And he was 
successful. 
The next time Windham 


wrestled Flair—with the title on 
the line—he was unsuccessful. 
He later admitted that he- was 
extremely nervous entering the 
match and, in fact, could not 
sleep the night before. Barry 
Windham has nothing to be 
ashamed of. Flair has done the . 
same thing to some of the sport's 
most experienced and talented 
wrestlers. 

In pinning Flair during their 
impromptu encounter in Florida, 
Windham might well have 
exposed the means to take 
Flair’s title, even if he didn't 
know it at the time. Perhaps it is 
easier said than done, but the 
challenger has to put Flair in his 
proper perspective. If Flair is 
viewed as immortal, he is 
unbeatable. If he is viewed as 
merely a man, he will only go as. 
far as his wrestling ability will 
take him. oO
